Spangler's Blacksmith 
Shop, Landmark of 
City, to Pass 


Construction work on a big new 
Santa Ana food market is ex¬ 
pected to be launched soon after 
the first of the year. 

This was learned today by The 
Journal when George Spangler, 
pioneer Santa Anan, and Dan A. 
Casey, Laguna Beach, announced 
sale of the property at Second and 
Sycamore streets where the big 
market will be located. 

The real estate deal, said to in¬ 
volve about $30,000, was handled 
through James Welch, local real¬ 
tor. The purchaser was F. L. 
Sims, of 1811 North Flower 
street, former chain food store 
executive. 

Spangler said the deal was com¬ 
pleted yesterday afternoon. His 
property, almost across from the 
Register building, includes the site 
of his blacksmith shop at 20b 
North Sycamore. The shop was 
once a residence, the first ever 
built, in Santa Ana. Spangler 
owned a 100-foot frontage on 
Sycamore, the lot being 12b feet 
cicep. 

Casey’s property, sold to the 
same buyer, was at the northeast 
corner of Sycamore and Second, 
amounting to a 50-foot frontage 
on Sycamore and 12b feet frentage j 
on Second, 

Because Spangler and Casey 
Trust vacate property by Jan. 1, 
it was assumed that construction 
work on the big food market 
planned will be started soon after 
the first of the year. 

Spangler's sale means the end 
of one of Santa Ana's oldest ami 
most romantic businesses. For bO 
years he has been shoeing horses 
and doing other blacksmith work 
at the same location.

New wealth, amounting to 
around $35,000,000, is pouring into 
Orange county business channels 
this year. 

The stream of gold comes into 
the county as a result of a pros¬ 
perous agricultural year, it was 
announced today by Farm Advisor 
Harold E. Wahlberg, who esti¬ 
mated that the agricultural in¬ 
come in this county will be close 
to five million dollars more than 
the total last year. 

The good tidings from the field 
of agriculture came hot on the 
heels of announcements by The 
Journal of a record-smashing 
Christmas shopping business in 
Santa Ana this year, reported by 
Phil M. Brown, manager of the 
Business Men's association. 

Last year the agricultural in¬ 
come in this county amounted to 
$3C 100,000; the year before $32,- 
000,000, During depression years 
the income dropped as low as $17,- 
000 , 000 .

FRANCE WARNS 
I OF RETRIBUTION 

PARIS. </P )—France has warned 
Germany that a new mass "in¬ 
vasion” of Spain by Nazi troops 
on the side of the insurgents will 
force her to aid Madrid, respon¬ 
sible reports said today. 

Diplomatic sources said this 
threat to abandon French neu¬ 
trality unless the Reich refrained 
from intervention was delivered by 
Foreign Minister Yvon Delbos to 
Count Johannes Von Welczeck, the 
German ambassador. 

France, M. Delbos was reported 
to have proclaimed, can no longer 
stand for a situation which was 
developing into a virtual invasion 
of Spain. 

During the conversation, it was 
said, Delbos warned if a new mass 
J of Nazi troops joined the insur¬ 
gents France would be forced to 
| go to the aid of the Spanish gov¬ 
ernment.

XI prayed before the vhole world

for peace among men, and from 
his sickbed called for a union of all 
Christianity against the "evil 
forces” of Communism. 

His eyes afire, the stricken Pon¬ 
tiff spoke in a throbbing voice 
through a microphone held by Fa¬ 
ther Soecofsi, director of the 
Vatican radio station. 

He called "for a union of all men 
of good will against the propa¬ 
ganda of the enemy”—by which he 
meant Communism — and prayed 
that Cod accept his present suffer¬ 
ing "for His own glory, for the 
conversion of ail who have gone 
astray, for peace and the good of 
the entire Church and, in par¬ 
ticular, for Spain." 

In Spain, the Holy Father cried, 
"Propaganda and evil forces have 
wished to make the supreme ex¬ 
periment of all the destructive 
forces scattered throughout the 
world, which they have at their 
command. 

"Here is a new menace more 
threatening than ever before for 
the whole world, and particularly 
for Europe and its Christian civil¬ 
ization,” he said. 

The Holy Father's voice trem¬ 
bled throughout the whole 29 min¬ 
utes of his Christmas Eve mes¬ 
sage. 

. At times he seemed to be forc¬ 
ing himself on. At several inter¬ 
val. he paused for a second. 

He spoke of the “bitter sorrow 
of our paternal heart, caused by

“Court" in this case 
means the presiding judge.

Discussions on county control 
and regulation of underground 
water in the county hinged around 
a report of a joint committee from 
the two organizations which rec¬ 
ommended the following resolu¬ 
tion, which was adopted by the 
water district board and was ap¬ 
proved at a special meeting of the 
farm bureau water committee yes¬ 
terday noon: 

‘‘Whereas, for more than 18 
ytars agricultural leaders have 
become increasingly alarmed over 
the waste of water and over lower¬ 
ing water levels in Orange coun¬ 
ty, and 

“Whereas county ordinances 
number 349 and 350 regulate the 
uses of underground water and de¬ 
fine beneficial and non-beneficial 
uses, and the supreme court of 
California has upheld all features 
of number 349, which have been 
tested, but number 350 in its pres¬ 
ent form is neither practical nor 
enforceable;

Ordinance 349, it is claimed, is 
enforceable and applies to both 
the beneficial use and waste of 
water. It also is recognized that 
there is no means of adequately 
enforcing its provisions, it was 
said, and this fact gave rise to 
the suggestion that the entire 
matter of use of regulation be 
studied by a commission to be ap- 
pcintcd by the supervisors, which 
would secure the assistance of the 
best legal talent in the county, 
working with the district attorney 
in analyzing the various legal 
phases and possibilities of regu¬ 
lating underground water by the 
supervisors and through public 
hearings. 

After such a program is de¬ 
veloped, it is planned to work out 
practical revisions of ordinance 
349 to meet such of the findings 
of the special committee that the 
board of supervisors may finally 
approve. 

Present Plan

NEW YORK. I/P) —A pair of 3- 
; year-olds, little known at the sta/rt 
' of the year, wrote 1936 turf his¬ 
tory with feats so dramatic that 
the performances of other great 
thoroughbreds faded in the dusty 
wake of their flying hooves. 

Bold Venture, survivor of a fire 
as a 2-year-old, figured in two of 
racing's most dramatic finishes, 
capturing the Kentucky Derby and 
the Preakness flying the silks of 
Morton L. Schwartz. The bay son 
of St. Germains survived a great 
stretch drive by J. E. Widener’s 
highly-regarded Brevity to win the 
roughly-ridden Derby. He came 
from behind to whip William 
Woodward’s Granville by a nose 
in the Preakness and then was 
forced into retirement with a 
bowed tendon. 

Granville, after tossing his rider 
in the Derby and bowing to Bold 
Venture in the Preakness, came 
hack to rule the 3-year-old division 
and chalk up an impressive tri¬ 
umph over Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s 
Discovery in the mile-and-three- 
quarters of the Saratoga Cup. 

Following much the same trail 
blazed by his great sire, Gallant 
Fox, six years ago, Granville piled 
up an enviable record of seven 
triumphs, including victories in the 
Belmont Stakes and Arlington 
Classic, and three seconds in ten 
starts to earn acclaim as the horse 
of the year. Never more than a 
nose back at the finish, the Wood¬ 
ward ace failed only in the Wood 
Memorial, when he lost to Teufel, 
a stablemate, the Suburban Hand¬ 
icap, in which he trailed Walter 
M. Jeffords’ Firethorn, and the 
Preakness. 

After battling his way to the top 
of the money-winning list, with 
earnings totaling $110,295, Gran¬ 
ville followed Bold Venture and 
Brevity to the sidelines as the re¬ 
sult of a leg injury. Brevity, win¬ 
ner of the Florida Derby in what 
was then world-equaling time of 
1:48 1-5 for a mile and an eighth, 
retired after trailing Ogden Phipps'

Many persons, he said, so far 
have neglected to answer Christ¬ 
mas seal sale letters sent them on 
Thanksgiving day, but the associ¬ 
ation is confident that these peo¬ 
ple will be reminded of the sale 
and will send in their money 
shortly. 

"During the past year," the 
president said, "tuberculosis asso¬ 
ciates throughout California have 
aided and assisted the official pub¬ 
lic health agencies, have conduct¬ 
ed or participated in the tubercu¬ 
lin test and X-ray surveys of 
more than 50,00 students in our 
schools, have distributed thousands 
of pamphlets telling of every as¬ 
pect of tuberculosis and its pre¬ 
vention and treatment, and have 
conducted many clinics for the 
early discovery of the disease." 

He pointed out the Christmas 
seal sale this year will enable the 
associations to aerry on work 
through 1937, and to enlarge the 
program if those persons who have 
not yet sent in their money will 
do so. 


Four Santa Ana Junior college 
delegates to the fourth annual co¬ 
educational Student association 
conference at Asilomar will leave 
Los Angeles by train, Saturday, 
Dec. 26. 

The local college representatives 
are Barbara Leeback, Josephine 
Owen, Helen Fine, and Barbara 
Hallman. They will be among 500 
representatives from Arizona, Cal¬ 
ifornia, Hawaii, Nevada, New 
Mexico, and west Texas. 

The conference, which is for col¬ 
lege men and women, will last 
from Dec. 26 until Jan. 2 and will 
deal with various problems of 
“Christian Faith in Social Crises.” 
The delegates will discuss these 
problems and hear speakers on the 
questions at the eight-day conven¬ 
tion. 

Study Sessions 

Speakers and leaders for the af¬ 
fair include W. C. Mendelhall, 
president of Whittier college; El¬ 
ton Trueblood, chaplain of Stan¬ 
ford university; Morgan Odell, as¬ 
sociate professor of religion at Oc¬ 
cidental college; and Alice Hoyt, 
assistant dean of women at the 
University of California. 

Four study seminars and dis¬ 
cussion groups arranged on the 
basis of student interest will be 
conducted. These are placed in the 
general classification of group re¬ 
lations, social change, development 
cf life, and Christian living. 

The purpose of the meeting is to 
help students and faculty mem¬ 
bers to come to a clearer under¬ 
standing of various problems and 
difficulties of the present in rela¬ 
tion to Christian living, it was 
said. 

Student Chairmen 

Besides the regular conference 
schedules, time will be available 
for interviews and informal con¬ 
versation with the leaders during 
the week. Recreation and social 
hours will also be conducted for 
the representatives to get ac¬ 
quainted with other delegates 
from other colleges. 

Student chairmen for the con¬ 
ference are Margaret Sullwood of 
U C. L. A., and Alfred Hartley, 
of Occidental. There has also been 
arranged besides the addresses, 
evening meetings, dramas, a New 
Year’s eve dance, and a watch- 
night service. 


Higher agricultural prosperity 
of Orange county as compared 
with other sections of the nation 
Is evident, in improvements and 
modernization of farm homes in 
this county. 

harm Advisor Harold E. Wahl- 
berg, speaking before members of 
the Kiwanis club yesterday after¬ 
noon, gave statistics to show how 
much better off farm families in 
this county are than in other sec¬ 
tions of the country. 

For example, he pointed out that 
the U. S. bureau of census report 
recently made shows that an aver¬ 
age of but 10 per cent of the iarm 
homes of the nation are served 
with electricity, while in Orange 
county 95 per cent or better are. 

Average Higher 

The average for farm homes 
with piped water is 15 per cent; 
here in Orange county it is more 
than 90 per cent. But an average 
of 80 per cent of the farm homes 
have radios, but in Orange county 
more than 85 per cent have radios. 

Telephone service averages but 
35 per cent; in Orange county it 
averages 50 per cent. Practically 
every farm home in this county 
has an automobile, but the aver¬ 
age in the nation is but 60 per 
cent. 

Briefly discussing the trends of 
agriculture in Orange county, 
Wahlbcrg said that he anticipates 
a $35,000,000 crop year for the 
county this season, far ahead of 
the depression years. This money, 
he pointed out, comes here as new 
wealth. 

Acreage Doubled 

Discussing agricultural trends, 
he pointed out that Valencia or¬ 
ange acreage in this county in 
1925 amounted to 33,000 acres, 
while today it amounts to 61,000 
acres. In 1925, he said, the Va¬ 
lencias returned $14,000,000, and 
in 1935 $18,000,000. 

He pointed out that the acreage 
has nearly doubled but that the 
income has not increased in pro¬ 
portion. While this presents a se¬ 
rious problem, he said, the situa¬ 
tion will be met through the co¬ 
operation of the grower and grow¬ 
ers associations. 

Assistant Farm Advisor Ross 
Crane introduced four 4-H club 
members from Tustin, who dis¬ 
cussed their agricultural club 
work. Neal Chadick told of his 
vegetable raising projects, Hcr- 
schel Whiting of his dairy proj¬ 
ect, Charles Shoemaker of his pig¬ 
raising project and Jack Grlset of 
his trip to the 4-H club convention 
at Davis. The Kiwanis club fi¬ 
nanced the convention trip. 


BERKELEY.—Sugar prices and 
sugar consumption in the United 
States in 1937 will probably rise 
somewhat in 1937 if the antici¬ 
pated increase in consumer income 
is realized. 

This is stated in the 1937 Agri¬ 
cultural Outlook of the agricul¬ 
tural extension division, University 
of California, now being distrib¬ 
uted. The quotas which have reg¬ 
ulated the volume of offshore 
sugar sold in continental United 
States, will expire Dec. 31, 1937. 

Production, of sugar from the 
1936 sugar beet crop in the United 
States will apparently be some¬ 
what less than the minimum quota 
of 1,550,000 tons fixed by statute 
for the continental sugar beet pro¬ 
ducing area. In the calendar year 
1936 this area failed to fill this 
minimum quota by more than 
200,000 tons. 

California’s sugar beet acreage 
harvested in 1936 was 143,000, an 
increase of almost one-fourth 
above that in 1935. This continued 
the rapid growth of an Industry 
which in 1929 harvested only 46,- 
000 acres. Higher yields this year 
and the increased acreage raised 
California’s production to about 
2,000,000 tons, as compared with 
1,443,000 tons a year ago. Acre¬ 
age and production elsewhere in 
the country also increased sub¬ 
stantially. 

Almost two thirds of the sugar 
from areas supplying the United 
States can be sold duty free In 
this country. World prices of 
sugar advanced in 1936 as a re¬ 
sult of increased consumption al¬ 
though world supplies were at a 
record high level.

“TDLiEASE tell me the truth; is there a Santa Claus?” 

Thirty-nine years ago, Virginia O’Hanlon, then eight, 
wrote to the editor of the New York Sun to settle the 
doubt which comes to all little boys and girls at some 
stage of their lives. 

The letter was received by Edward P. Mitchell, then 
in charge of the Sun’s editorial page, who turned it over 
to his associate, Francis P. Church, to answer. The article 

appeared originally on Sept. 21, 1897. Here it is: 

• • • 

IS THERE A SANTA CLAUS? 

We take pleasure in answering at once and thus 
prominently the communication below, expressing at the 
same time our great gratification that its faithful author 
is numbered among the friends of The Sun: 

"Dear Editor: I am 8 years old. 

"Some of my friends say there is no Santa Claus. Papa 

says, ‘if you see it in The Sun it’s so.' 

"Please tell me the truth, i« there a Santa Claus? 

"Virginia O’Hanlon 
“115 West Ninety-fifth Street.” 

Virginia, your little friends are wrong. They have 
been affected by the skepticism of a skeptical age. They 
do not believe except they see. They think that nothing 
can be which is not comprehensible by their little minds. 

All minds, Virginia, whether they be men’s or children’s, 
are little. In this great universe of ours man is a mere 
insect, an ant, in his intellect, as compared with the 
boundless world about him, as measured by the intelli¬ 
gence capable of grasping the whole of truth and 
knowledge. 

Yes, Virginia, there is a Santa Claus. He exists as 
certainly as love and generosity and devotion exist, and 
you know that they abound and give to your life its 
highest beauty and joy. Alas! How dreary would be the 
world if there were no Santa Claus! It would be as dreary 
as if there were no Virginias. There would be no childlike 
faith then, no poetry, no romance to make tolerable this 
existence. We should have no en joyment, except in sense 
and sight. The eternal light with which childhood fills 
the world would be extinguished. 

Not believe in Santa Claus! You might as well not 
believe in fairies! You might get your papa to hire men 
to watch in all the chimneys on Christmas eve to catch 
Santa Claus, but even if they did not see Santa Claus 
coming down, what would that prove? Nobody sees Santa 
Claus, but that is no sign there is no Santa Claus. The 
most real things in the world are those that neither chil¬ 
dren nor men can see. Did you ever see fairies dancing 
on the lawn? Of course not, but that’s no proof that 
they are not there. Nobody can conceive or imagine all 
the wonders there are unseen and unseeable in the world. 

You tear apart the baby’s rattle and see what makes 
the noise inside, but there is a veil covering the unseen 
world which not the strongest man, nor even the united 
strength of all the strongest men who ever lived, could 
tear apart. Only faith, fancy, poetry, love, romance, can 
push aside that curtain and picture the supernal beauty 
and glory beyond. Is it all real? Ah, Virginia, in all this 
world there is nothing else real and abiding. 

No Santa Claus! Thank God! he lives, and he lives 
forever. A thousand years from now, Virginia, nay, ten 
times ten thousand years from now, he will continue to 
make glad the heart of childhood.

A MONG the most intelligent volumes discus¬ 
sing life and death with emphasis upon 
the last are the trilogy by Cam ille Flamma- 
rion, who died in 1925. These hooks titled 
"Death and Its Mystery,” give innumerable in¬ 
stances of psychic manifestations . . appari¬ 

tions, “raps” without human contact, and other 
strange evidence. 

His own conclusions are a combination of sci¬ 
ence and mysticism, possibly the result of early 
studies at Langres and Paris. Flammarion was 
a French astronomer, an investigator with end¬ 
less curiosity: he found during his lifetime that 
the ancients knew little about heavenlv bodies. 
New constellations, new stars, were being dis¬ 
covered every year. In his own fashion, in his 
first published book 11862), he gave a hint of 
what Einstein later built into a complete theory:

T HE greatest gamble in Hollywood—a place 
noted for its great and ever changing risks 
—is the creation of a motion picture star. 

This declaration was made by Darryl Zanuck, 
vice-president in charge of production at 20th 
Century-Fox studio. 

And no one should be more qualified to make 
such a statement than this slight, wiry, quick¬ 
acting executive, who has won for himself with 
his unfailing and uncanny ability the title of 
“genius.” 

That title was bestowed upon him only after 
his amazing success in creating some of the big¬ 
gest stars and finest motion pictures in fllmdom. 

Zanuck rocketed to stardom such players as 
James Cagney and Joan Blondell. He took Ed¬ 
ward G. Robinson and Warren William from the 
stage and made them famous. He cast Ruby 
Keeler in "Forty-second Street,” which soared 
her to overnight film fame. 

It was Zanuck who started the underworld 
cycle of pictures with the sensational “The Pub¬ 
lic Enemy,” which was primarily responsible for 
the governmental cleanup of kidnapers and other 
vicious racketeers. Other outstanding pictures 
to bear the Zanuck stamp are “The House of 
Rothschild," “I Am a Fugitive From a Chain 
Gang," “The Jazz Singer," which was the first 
talking picture; "Under Two Flags,” “The 
Affairs of Cellini,” "Cardinal Richelieu,” "Les 
Miserables," “Girls' Dormitory," "One In a Mil¬ 
lion,” “Lloyds of London,” and many others. 

“No producer,” Zanuck explained, "has ever 
gone into the development of a new personality 
with any assurance he has a sure thing. When 
we decide to launch a new actor or actress on 
what we hope will be the road to stardom, we 
realize thoroughly it is a definite gamble. The 
human element is a big factor. We not only have 
to consider the player's personality, but the pub¬ 
lic reaction to our finished product. 

“No star, however, springs up overnight, con¬ 
trary to popular belief. We select a personality 
we think will develop into a star. Then we place 
him or her in strategic film roles from time to 
time and await the public reaction—always hop¬ 
ing that all the factors are just right to make 
them an ‘overnight 1 star. i 

"Shirley Temple even was not an instantane¬ 
ous success. She played in several pictures be¬ 
fore a part came along which made the public 
acclaim her for the great star she is. 

“With some players it takes longer than 
others. And again there are some who will never 
make the grade. The failures and cost of find¬ 
ing out Just what a given person can do—sal¬ 
aries while they are being ‘groomed’—must be 
considered in the cost of creating a star. 

"Everything considered, it costs about one 
million dollars to land a player in the much- 
coveted role of a film star.” 

■THESE words, which are spoken in clear, 
| machine-gun-like English, come from the lips 
of one of the most interesting personalities in the 
film Industry, and whose background is remark¬ 
able, to put it mildly. 

By 1931 Zanuck bad complete charge of all 


production on the Warner Brothers lot. His pic 
tures smashed box-office records wherever they 
were shown. He became the talk of Hollywood. 

He had done what no other one had ever at 
tempted. He had flouted all former codes of 
picture-making. It happened this way. He was 
sitting in a projection room when the film called 
“The Public Enemy" was being shown. 

At the climax of the picture, the hero—one 
James Cagney hurled every epithet, in the lan¬ 
guage at a woman. Zanuck shouted for the oper¬ 
ator to stop the film and asked all and sundry 
what was wrong with the picture. One assistant 
tyldly announced, “No guy would act that way.” 

“What would a man do in such a situation?” 
Zanuck wanted to know. 

“Sock the woman,” came back a chorus. 

And so Zanuck had the scene remade and 
Cagney struck the woman. It was a sensation. 
The public ate it up. Other films followed. More 
socks. Box-office receipts mounted. 

Zanuck made for Warners the first talking 
picture, "The Jazz Singer," back in 1928 with 
A1 Jolson. 

“We set out then to make a new type’of pic¬ 
ture,” he said. "The screen, in acquiring the gift 
of speech, had taken on possibilities of life. It 
was essential, therefore, that we who made pic¬ 
tures should make the screen plays live. 

"So we reached out to the front page of news¬ 
papers for stories which would be timely and 
vital, which would reflect the contemporary prob¬ 
lems in which the public was interested. 

“By any of the fortuities of birth, life and

death, any reader of a newspaper, by some turn 
of destiny, may himself become a subject of 
'front-page' news. So we began dramatizing 
front-page news with startling success. We made 
‘Little Caesar.' IThe Public Enemy' and 'Five- 
Star*Final.’ 

"We made 'Office Wife' and Illicit' because 
they were the life story of many a girl of today 
We made '1 Am a Fugitive from a Chain Gang' 
because it presented a social condition which 
needed changing. We made screen history with 
those pictures.” 

Z ANUCK left Warner Brothers in 1933 to 
form 20th Century Pictures with Joseph M. 
Schenck, president then of United Artists. A 
little more than a year ago the two merged 
their phenomenally successful organization with 
Fox, forming 20th Century-Fox. 

Although the term “genius" has been given 
Zanuck by impartial critics of the motion picture 
world, the word holds little interest for the 
sandy-haired, quick-thinking Zanuck. 

He merely smiles at such words. He hasn’t 
time for them; he has work to do, as anyone 
will discover who tries to interview this man 
who stands at the top of the list of noted film 
executives. 

More often than not Zanuck spends 18 hours 
at his desk, working—consuming, meanwhile, 


numerous big, long cigars. He reads newspapers, 
magazines, books, plays, anything that might 
give him an idea for a motion picture. And he 
is prepared to go into instant activity, for he 
knows every phase of the many-sided Industry 

Everywhere he goes there Is a dictaphone 
ready for him. He talks almost incessantly into 
one when he is not reading. He conferred once 
with Gene Fowler, author of "Timberline” and 
other notable books, for several hours. When 
the session was ended, Fowler, who was doing 
a screen play for Zanuck, complained that he 
could not remember all that had transpired at 
the lengthy session. 

Zanuck walked to a dictaphone and spoke in 
his rapid-fire manner, and the next day Fowler 
had a transcript of 30,000 words, practically 
everything that was said at the long interview 
—saved by the amazing memory of this young, 
blue-eyed man. 

Zanuck's uncanny intuition immediately cata¬ 
logues a story for its screen possibilities. When 
he says something will make a success, it usually 
does. Some, who do not know this unusual person, 
might say his Judgment is a "snap" one. But 
behind such rapid mental calculations are hours 
and hours of hard grinding work—work that 
few know he does, for they are asleep when he

is preparing for those decisions they have termed 
“snap” ones. Perhaps athese are among the

Zanuck buys ail the plays that are to be made 
into pictures, and many of them are original 
scripts he has had written from ideas that came 
to him during those quiet, small hours of morn¬ 
ing when most people are dreaming or Just 
sleeping. 

H E SEES all the "rushes" or.scenes shot each 
day and is in the cutting room when each 
finished picture is put together. He attends all 
previews and confers constantly with other ex¬ 
ecutives. He knows everything that goes on 
on the lot. 

You might ask how he does all this. No one 
knows. All they know is that this unusual per¬ 
son does, and that he has that strange faculty 
-—one in millions -that conceives the right move 
at the psychological time.

The Story of Mammy Pleasant Began 88 Years Ago in San Francisco and Continued 
Through the Pre-Civil War South and Into Houses of III Repute, and Knded the Way 
of Most Stories as Mammy Died in Poverty.

I T WAS called the ''House of Mystery"! 

Strange, unnatural things happened there— 
intrigue, tragedy, death! But strangest of ail 
was the power of the old Negro woman who 
lived In the house. From this ceric dwelling at 
lfifil Octavia Street in San Francisco, the 
shrewd and crafty Negress whom the world 
knew as Mammy Pleasant, ruled not only the 
Thomas Bell family for whom she ostensibly 
worked, hut half the politicians in the State of 
alifornia. F.ven a governor came under her 
strange power a power that she carried with 
her to her grave 

Intrigue coupled with mystery from time im¬ 
memorial has captured the attention of people. 
There is an elusive fascination about whomso¬ 
ever or whatsoever is shrouded in the cloak of 
the unknown. Suspense is exciting the more 
suspense and the longer it is sustained, the more 
exciting. That's why the story of Mammy Pleas¬ 
ant is still told today. Mammy is long since 
dead, but the strange tales of mystery and scan¬ 
dal connected with her. walk like ghosts in the 
minds of the curious. Those who have heard 
her story are still in suspense kept guessing 
at her secrets, which were the source of her 
amazing power. 

The story of Mammy begins 88 years ago, 
at the time when the often-heard rumors yiat 
gold had been discovered in California became 
fact, and untold thousands seeking fortune 
flowed like endless streams Into the West. 

In the eventful year of 1848, there arrived 
in San Francisco a young woman, Mary Ellen 
Pleasant quick witted, shrewd and alert who 
was destined to become a notoriously well- 
known character, not only In the gold rush days 
but throughout the remainder of the nineteenth 
century. She was the ''Mammy” Pleasant who 
became one of the West's most colorful figures 
a forceful woman to whom power far super¬ 
seded wealth in importance. Both power and 
wealth came to her through her ability to find 
out things about the great and the near great 
and If) keep their secrets. Her story is one of 
unfathomable intrigue, packed full of amazing 
incidents, each flavored with its mystery, its 
suspense, and its baffling denouement. 

Born at Boston, in August 1814, Mary Ellen 
Williams was the illegitimate child of a free 
Louisiana Negress and a Cherokee Indian. She 
was dark skinned, but mainly, her features were 
dominated by her Indian blood, having the 
prominent cheek bones, a high-bridged nose 
and well-formed lips. Her eyes, however, were 
astonishing! One was blue and the other brown! 
Her childhood was most unhappy and wretched. 
She begged on the streets. She was forced to 
commit petty crimes and live mostly by her 
wits. In her twentieth year, Lady Luck smiled 
on her, and she met and married a well-to-do 
free Cuban Negro named Alexander Smith. At 
the time of his death in 1844, his estate totalled 
$46,000, which he left to Mary Ellen with the 
stipulation that some of this money be used 
toward furthering the Abolition Movement 
which was then sweeping over the country. 

Two years after hiB death, Mary Ellen 


again married, and this time it was one .John 
Pleasant, a former employee of the deceased 
Smith, With him, she arrived in San Francisco 
early in 1848. For a short time they lived to¬ 
gether, but soon he dropped out of her life, 
probably because he couldn't figure very attrac¬ 
tively in her planB for the future. It is known 
that he filed, anti also that he was not mourned. 

Shrewd as she was, it was only natural for 
her to quickly take advantage of the many op¬ 
portunities to make a fortune that the early 
gold rush days in San Francisco offered. Being 
a splendid cook, she was in great demand and 
it was not long before she was offered as much 
as five hundred dollars a month for her serv¬ 
ices. 

She decided, instead, lo open a boarding 
house for bachelors Finding a house on Wash¬ 
ington Street, she lavishly furnished it, and had 
as regular boarders and guests such men as 
Newton Booth, Sharon, Broderick, Terry and 
scores of other rising men of the moment. Her 
fame spread, and it was necessary as well as 
profitable for her to open other houses of less 
pretensions and less respectability. For it must 
be said of Mamhiy that she not only set a fine 
table but she also arranged with finesse all man¬ 
ner of entertainment from cards and an occa¬ 
sional highhall Ur female companionship. She 
knew the tastes of her male boarders, and sup¬ 
plied them quickly and efficiently. Through such 
tactics she intimately knew all the private In¬ 
discretions of these wealthy and prominent gen¬ 
tlemen, ail of which gave her a tremendous 
amount of power. Money rained down upon her. 
It was common gossip that Mammy Pleasant 
had decided that San Francisco was not to be 
a city without women. Hence many houses ca¬ 
tering to less elite and cheaper trade, were ac¬ 
tually , hers,, but which she openly did not 
acknowledge. 

While busy with her own fortunes, Mammy 
had not forgotten the stipulation of her first 
husband to aid the slaves of America. She had 
a genuine interest in securing their freedom, 
not only as a cause, but also for the Negro as 
a race. In 18f)8 10 years after her arrival in 

San Francisco, she went to Boston, met John 
Brown and gave him a check for $80,000 which 
he was to use toward obtaining arms and am¬ 
munitions and completing plans for the revolt 
of the Negroes against their owners. 

Disguised as a jockey, sometimes in other 
ways, Mammy went South, going from planta¬ 
tion to plantation, from state to state, organ¬ 
izing and converting Negroes to the cause, help¬ 
ing them escape to the North and Canada, via 
the underground railway, and giving them food 
and money to get across the Mason-Dixon Line. 
All of this effort went for naught. John Brown’s 
raid at Harper’s Ferry in October 1859 was 
premature. He had not gotten in touch first 
with Mammy as he had agreed. He was cap¬ 
tured, tried and hanged and an active search was 
made to find his accomplices. Consequently, 
Mammy was forced to flee to New York where 
she hid out for a time. 

I T IS interesting to know that Mammy could 
neither read nor write, although she did learn 
to sign her own name. In one of John Brown's

pockets was found a note, the message of which 
was in one handwriting, and the signature, 
in anotlTcr. The messelfce read, "The 
ax is laid at the root of the tree. When the 
first blow is struck, there will be more money 
to help.” 

Disillusioned with her efforts to reform, this 
ended, so far as is known. Mammy's anti¬ 
slavery activities Eventually, she returned to 
San Francisco to resume management of her 


houses. 

Soon Mammy had dozens of then powerful 
financial and political barons dancing at the end 
of a string. They were her puppets and when 
she pulled the strings they moved as she di¬ 
rected. Such a network of intcrlapping evidence 
did she have against the political powers of the 
State that, she could indirectly influence dozens 
of men whom she had never met. She figured 
prominently in many police cases in which she 
Invariably came out victorious. . 

There was one case in which a Negro hench¬ 
man of hers was hailed into court for perjury. 
When the case seemed to be going against him, 
Mammy jumped from her scat in the courtroom 
and openly announced to the court that he 
could not be sent to prison. She warned the 
judge that if convicted, the man not only would 
never serve a day in prison, but that the judge’s 
own career on the bench would be at an end. 
The frightened judge, of course, had no alterna¬ 
tive after this outbreak and with the evidence 
as it was. The man was convicted and sen¬ 
tenced. But Mammy was right! Before he even 
entered the gates of the prison, he received a 
pardon. The judge soon dropped into oblivion. 
Such was Mammy's power. 

Mammy’s house of ill repute at 920 Wash¬ 
ington Street was q favorite rendezvous for the 
political ar..i socially prominent men of the time. 
Mammy cared for and educated an illegitimate 
daughter of a one-time California governor, fol¬ 
lowing the mother's death The Negress saw to 
it that the girl's father contributed so gener¬ 
ously that there was enough to promote other 
causes than his daughter's. In his will, the gov¬ 
ernor. then retired to private life, left his daugh¬ 
ter, without acknowledging her as such, a share 
of his estate. Feeling that she had not been 
left her just due, the girl, at the instigation of 
Mammy, contested the will, won her case and 
obtained a handsome settlement. There were 
other cases—many of them- but Mammy is 
more closely identified with the Bell family 
than any other. 

F OR years, a frequent visitor to Mammy’s 
houses was a Scotchman. Thomas Bell, who, 
previous to his arrival in San Francisco in 
his early thirties, had held banking positions in 
London and South America. A shrewd and 
canny financier, he organized the brokerage firm 
of Bell and Baron, which was the agent for the 
Rothschilds of Imndon and Paris. Later, he be¬ 
came the power behind Ralston in the Bank of 
California in the Comstock days It was he, too, 
who promoted and built the Guatemala or Cen¬ 
tral American Railway. His fortune was es¬ 
timated to run between 15 and 20 million dol¬ 
lars. 

Thomas Bell had never married. He enjoyed 
the free and easy life he had led without the 
hampering bonds of matrimony. An inveterate 
gambler, he made and lost fortunes at one sit¬ 
ting, without batting an eye. As he reached 50, 
he was attracted to a protegee of Mammy's, a 
girl employed in one of Mammy's houses, whose 
beauty brought down the most devoted atten¬ 
tions from many of the wealthy men of the 
city. Mammy was quick to see that Thomas 
Bell was interested in this girl, and as a result 
engineered her plans so successfully that he 
moved Teresa Clingan-Harris-Percy into his 
home and permitted her to add his name to 
the long list already hers. 

Not long After, Mammy herself moved in 
with them, and straightway took a firm hand 
in ruling the domain. She planned an elaborate 
home for the couple at 1861 Octavia Street. 
Every detail of Mammy's plans was carried out, 
from the mansard roof, to the circular stair¬ 


way extending from the basement to the attic, 
and the lavish ballroom lined with mirrors from 
floor to ceiling. 

It was Mammy who manipulated the mar¬ 
riage between Thomas and Teresa after they 
had begun life in their new home—that is, a 
marriage ceremony performed by Father Bres- 
Iin, a Catholic priest, but a ceremony for which 
no civil license had been obtained. 

Almost immediately there ensued a vehement 
quarrel between the newly-married pair, which 
terminated in Teresa's hasty departure from the 
house with bag and baggage. Bell had her ar¬ 
rested and returned and from then on they lived 
in a divided house she on one side and he on 
the other, with Mammy as the intermediary. 

Alone in his side of the house Thomas Bell 
brooded. If he had children his life would be less 
lonely. But he was not on particularly good 
terms with his wife. Mammy plotted with him. 
It was decided that With each child Teresa pre¬ 
sented to Bell, she was to receive a cash settle¬ 
ment of $50,000. As speedily as the laws of na¬ 
ture allowed, she produced six children—three 
girls, Roblna May, Muriel and Marie Teresa - 
three boys, Reginald, Eustace and Thomas Fred¬ 
erick. 

After Thomas Bell's death great controversy 
arose among his direct heirs over his will. It 
was taken to court time and time again. In the 
trial during September 1897, Mammy testified 
that Thomas Frederick and Marie Teresa Bell 
were not Teresa Clingan Bell's own children. 
That Thomas Bell had brought these children 
as babies to the ranch where Mammy lived and 
asked her to care for them a year before 
Thomas Bell had married Teresa. This testi¬ 
mony all the more backed up the ugly rumors 
which had circulated throughout the years that 
all six children had not been borne by Teresa, 
even though she was crafty enough to have col¬ 
lected a cool $300,000 on them, from her hus¬ 
band. 

T HROUGHOUT Mammy’s career, it is evident 
that she not only directed and enjoyed steer¬ 
ing the Bell family's various Intrigues among 
its different members, but she took an especially 
keen delight in arranging the affairs of others 
aB well. 

In 1875, Senator Sharon became the enemy of 
Thomas Bell when he secured the control of the 
Bank of California after its failure. Probably 
as a means of revenge, Mammy introduced 
Sharon to Sarah Althea Hill, who immediately 
became Sharon’s mistress. Growing tired of her 
rather quickly, he tried to disentangle himself 
from the liaison, with the result that Sarah 
Althea filed suit against him in which she pro¬ 
duced a marriage certificate to back up her 
claims. She lost her case. It was common gos¬ 
sip that Mammy Pleasant had spent $100,000 of 
Thomas Bell’s money in backing her protegee. 
After the trial Sarah Althea was courted by 
her attorney, the former Judge Terry. They 
married. A feud arising during the trial between 
Terry and Justice Fields culminated in the death 
of Terry, who was shot down by one of Fields' 
henchmen. Sarah Althea Hill lost her mind, and 
it was Mammy who stepped in, to instigate pro¬ 
ceedings whereby the unfortunate Althea was 
placed in an asylum. 

In the meantime, Thomas Bell was growing 
old, and weak, and feeble, with frequent faint¬ 
ing spells and attacks of vertigo. Mammy re¬ 
mained with the family, deftly managing the 
large household, doing the marketing each 
morning and engineering quarrels among the 
nearljl-grown children. 

At a late hour one night in October 1892, 
Thomas Bell was found sprawled out in the 
courtyard unconscious. He had apparently fallen 
from the balcony three flights above He died 
without regaining consciousness. A red shawl 
belonging to Mammy was found in extremely 
close proximity to where he met his death, and 
when the servants went to Mammy’s quarters 
to arouse her, she immediately appeared at the 
door entirely clothed despite the fact that the 
rest of the household had been in bed for hours. 
Police suspected that Bell had not accidentally 
fallen from the balcony, but the case was al¬ 
lowed to drop. 

It is coincidental that four years later, 
Thomas Frederick Bell met with an accident 
which was almost the exact duplicate of that 
causing the death of his father. He fell over 
the bannister of the circular stairway from a 
high point down into the courtyard below. For 
several days he lay unconsclbus and was bed¬ 


ridden for a period of eight or ten weeks. Was 
Mammy’s sinister influence behind either of 
these "accidents”? No matter what question 
was put to Mammy when she took the stand 
in frequent court sessions, she was always 
shrewdly able to clear her own name and es¬ 
cape any penalty of the law. 

I N THE sensational court hearing in 1897, at 
the time Thomas Frederick, known as Fred 
Bell, sought to have Teresa Clingan Bell re¬ 
moved as guardian of his minor brothers and . 
sisters, alleging incompetency, the trial brought 
out the startling statement that neither he nor 
his sister, Marie Teresa, were Mrs. Bell’s chil¬ 
dren. However, their father had named them 
specifically in his will as his own, and whether 
or not they were actually his blood children 
or adopted was not determined. Mammy up¬ 
held Mrs. Bell in her statement that only four 
children had been born to her. She appeared in 
court and took her oath on it. 

At the hearing Fred Bell brought a jeweler 
into court who testified that Mammy had left 
diamonds valued at $100,000, the property of 
Mrs. Bell, with him for safekeeping. The wit¬ 
ness stated that Mammy came for the jewels 
soon after Thomas Bell's death. Another wit¬ 
ness testified that he had kept laces valued at 
more than $5000 for the Bells. Both said their 
dealings had been direct with Mammy. But 
Mammy made satisfactory explanations to the 
court as to the disposal of these valuables, and 
the hearing came to naught. 

Fred Bell managed to get himself into one 
scrape after another. There was one in par¬ 
ticular with Alphonso Barillas, son of Guate¬ 
mala’s president, in a questionable house on 
Bush Street, in which he was seriously injured, 
but no specific charges were brought, and the 
shroud of mystery that screened all occurrences 
in which Mammy had a hand settled over the 
incident. 

Some years later, following the deaths of both 
Mrs. Bell and Mammy, the Bell estate was un¬ 
der litigation for many years. It was only in 
comparatively recent years, after investigations 
that reached from San Francisco to Peru, to 
China, and back again had been made, that the 
court divided the estate. But the Bell family 
was a strange menage, and Fred Bell strangest 
of all. In less than two years after receiving 
a substantial settlement, Fred was seen penni¬ 
less on a San Francisco street corner selling 
apples. He died shortly after in a home for the 
poor. 

During the years Mammy Pleasant lived with 
the Bells in the “House of Mystery” on Octavia 
Street, many strange things went on behind 
closed doors. Lights burned at all hours. Shad¬ 
owy figures came and went. From whence they 
came, and where they went, their identity, no 
one but Mammy knew, and Mammy never 
talked. Following Mammy's death, the old man¬ 
sion became virtually a “haunted house.” Pass- 
ersby claimed they often saw a strange light 
through the cracks of the boarded doors and 
windows late at night, and Mammy’s ghost was 
believed to haunt the house. The house waa 
finally torn down. 

M AMMY, before her death, quarreled vio¬ 
lently with Mrs. Bell and left her to go to 
friends in Oakland who looked after Mammy 
until she died at the age of 92. She waB prac¬ 
tically penniless when she died. There were no 
relatives—no heirs'. She provided for a tomb¬ 
stone and her dying wish was that on it be 
carved, "She Was A Friend of John Brown." 
There were many who breathed easier with 
Mammy’s passing. 

Mary Ellen Pleasant was a character unique. 
She was the friend of all those whom she felt 
worthy of her good graces. At the same time, 
she could have made life extremely uneasy for 
dozens of the State’s most prominent figures 
whose lives she knew Intimately. But her policy 
was always Bilence. She was paid, and hand¬ 
somely, for what she knew, but it was the 
power and not the money that intrigued her. 

It is remarkable and amazing that a woman 
with a heritage so meager could rise to such 
great heights of power and influence— even 
though in so many respects it was evil and 
sinister. 

A black woman who determined the destiny 
of white men was Mammy Pleasant. She was 
born to rule, and rule she did, not unlike a 
queen from her “palace” on Octavia Street— 
the “House of Mystery.”

For nests, add salt to egg 
whites and beat until stiff; add 
sugar by tablespoons, beating well 
after each addition; lastly add 
lemon extract Place meringue by 
spoonfuls on cookie sheet which 
has been lined with heavy paper, 
and hake In a slow oven (275'' F.) 
for 50 minutes Remove from 
paper while warm, scoop out cen¬ 
ters and fill with apricot-pineapple 
filling. 

For filling, rinse apricots and 
run through food chopper, using 
medium knife. Combine with pine¬ 
apple, water, honey and sugar, 
and mix thoroughly. Boil 8 to 10 
minutes, stirring continuously to 
prevent burning

Sift together 1 
cup all-purpose flour, Vi cup cocoa, 
1 Va teaspoons baking powder, V4 
teaspoon salt and add alternately 
with Vi cup milk and '/a teaspoon 
vanilla to egg mixture. Pour into 
greased 8-inch square pan and 
cover with meringue made by 
beating 1 egg white until stiff and 
folding in % cup brown sugar and 
a few grains of salt. Bake in a 
moderate oven about 30 minutes.

HE things that people live by are work, play

1 and our 354-year-old calendar. Most people 
go to work on Monday morning, work until 
Saturday noon, then speed somewhere for the 
weekly playtime. If Friday happens to be a 
holiday as was December 25, 1936, there is re 
joicing, as it means a longer holiday, but when 
holiday dates vary, they play havoc in business 
and in school work. ' 

Business firms, schools and colleges are beset 
by difficulties in making their annual calendar 
with due allowance for holidays. The defects 
of our present calendar are—that it is incon¬ 
venient, irregular and costly. A given year's 
calendar is duplicated - only at rare intervals. 
Every year is different and no one can tell ex¬ 
cept by reference to future and often unavail¬ 
able calendars, or by laborious reckoning, on 
what day of the week a future date will fall. 
Computation of future dates is made more diffi¬ 
cult by lack of uniformity and orderly rotation 
in the length of the months. One month has 
28 or 29 days, four months have 30 days, seven 
have 31. This results in varying quarters of the 
year. , 

Our calendar defects are accepted without 
much thought because the calendar has come 
to us hallowed by custom and hoary with age. 
We still regulate our work, play and lives 
by the Gregorian calendar, which had its 354th 
birthday October 15, 1936. It was in 1582 Pope 
Gregory decided to revise the Julian calendar 
and sought the advice of astronomers. To bring 
it up to datrf, he decreed that the day after 
Octolfer 4, 1582, should be October 15 instead 
of October 5th. 

T HIS Gregorian calendar has served people 
for three and a half centuries, but it is not 
practical for us to regulate our days and doings 
by so ancient a calendar, ’rids is an age of split 
seconds—-when speed counts even to the half 
second. Can anything be done about it? 

A great deal can be done to stabilize our cal¬ 
endar. Astronomers and students the world 
over have given thought to this important mat¬ 
ter and a modern calendar has been evolved, 
balanced in structure, perpetual In form. The 
equal quarters consist of three months. The first 
month has 31 days, the remaining two have 30 
days. These quarters contain 13 weeks or 91 
days, of which 13 days are Sundays and 78 
are weekdays. Each month has 26 weekdays. 

The better to understand the need of a mod¬ 
ern calendar, consider Just a few facts of cal¬ 
endar history. The Egyptians had a sacred cal¬ 
endar in which every day, almost every hour, 
had its special religious ceremony. This was 
especially true in regard to the last five days 
In the year and the occasional extra "leap day” 
which priests autocratically inserted in the cal¬ 
endar in order to keep it true with the seasonal 
recurrences. The Egyptians, as far back as 
4241 B. C., had adopted a 12-month solar calen¬ 
dar, the months having exactly 30 days, but as 
these 30-day months totaled only 360 days, short 
of the necessary 36534 days, these days were 
inserted as described above. 

P OPE GREGORY’S calendar, known as the 
Gregorian calendar, was a great contribu¬ 
tion to the progress of the world It was not 
perfect nor free from errors, in fact, it has many 
defects which need to be remedied, but it has

given fairly good service for 354 years. It has 
traditions of deep meaning in the history and 
religions of the races, for priests were its found¬ 
ers and guardians as well as astronomers and 
mathematicians. 

Now in these times of speed and progress, 
there is active agitation for calendar reform. 
This reform is admitted as necessary, but de¬ 
partures from the Gregorian calendar should 
not be too drastic. While many plans for the 
revision of the calendar have been offered, until 
the World Calendar was presented only one 
proposal had serious consideration. This was 
the 13-month plan, sometimes called the East¬ 
man plan. The World Calendar promoters, be¬ 
lieving this plan to be too extreme for national 
and international adoption, offer an improved 
12 -month plan, a reasonable plan in which the 
year is divided into equal quarters. 

Effective leadership among business organi¬ 
zations on behalf of the World Calendar has 
been taken by the Chamber of Commerce of the 
state of New York, numbering among its mem¬ 
bers influential leaders in the industrial, com 
mercial and financial world of America. 

Dr. Ismael Gajardo Reyes, chairman of the 
Latin-America committee for calendar reform, 
made a tour of 14 Latin-Amerlcan countries for 
two purposes: First, to learn the official opinion 
of the leading South American governments; 
second, to ascertain definitely the opinion of the 
Roman Catholic church. 

Dr. Reyes states: "On the latter point I was 
able to reach certain clear conclusions. One of 
these was that the Roman Catholic clergy in 
South America is not oqly informed and inter¬ 
ested, but distinctly favorable to the adoption 
of a new calendar. All the priests with whom 
I discussed the matter, in various parts of South 
America, were in favor of reforming the cal 
endar on the basis of the plan proposed by the 
World Calendar Association.” 

Under the forceful, leadership of Bishop Man¬ 
ning. the Episcopal General Convention in Oc¬ 
tober. 1934. passed a comprehensive resolution 
in favor of calendar reform and the stabilization 
of Easter, approving specifically the type of 
calendar known as "the World Calendar.” 

Our present calendar needs revision and the 
12-month World Calendar Is offered as a calen¬ 
dar balanced in structure, perpetual in form 
Calendar revision would help to unify the na¬ 
tions of the-world and bring about better inter 
national understanding 

The World Calendar would require a mini¬ 
mum of adjustment, It would be the least costly 
and most convenient form of calendar revision. 
This subject is uppermost in the minds of 


many prominent people and a great deal is be¬ 
ing done to speed the work of calendar re¬ 
vision at no later date than January 1, 1939. 
If the World Calendar is not adopted then it 
would not be possible to adopt the new calendar 
before 1950, when the first day of the year 
again falls on Sunday. 

A NCIENT calendars dealt with a sidereal 
year. 

The Accadian, Babylonian and Assyrian cal¬ 
endars dealt with a sidereal, not a tropical year 
Ours is a tropical year, that is to say, accord 
ing to the Julian calendar later corrected by 
Pope Gregory, our year is bound to the seasons 
and its months maintain a constant relation to 
the four great divisions of the ecliptic, the sol 
sticcs and the equinoxes. The winter solstice falls 
about the 22d of December, the spring equinox 
on the 21st of March, the summer solstice on 
June 21st, the autumnal equinox about Septem 
her 23rd. 

January (Lat. janua, a door) is the open door 
of the year, open to let in the lengthening day¬ 
light. The Romans had a deity, Janus, a man 
with two faces, one looking backwards, the 
other forward, because he stood between the 
old and the New Year. Thus, New Year's Day 
has a prominent place in our calendar and the 
custom of. making presents was derived from 
the Romans. 

February is a sturdy month looking forward 
to spring. Saxons called this month Sprout-kale, 
later on Sol-Monatt, signifying the return of 
the sun from his low course in the sky. 

February is the month of birthdays of famous 
men In our history, Washington, Lincoln and 
Edison. Candlemas, the second, is a beautiful 
festival in Rome in many churches. Valentine’s 
Day, the 14th, is a day beloved by children. 
Heretofore, February has had a Leap Year 
Day added to its usual 28 days etery four years 
In the perpetual calendar this additional 366th 
day in leap years is another extra Saturday 
between June 30 and July 1, and called Leap 
Year Day. 

M ARCH is Nature's old forester going 
through the woods, bidding the brooks to 
hurry along, dotting the hills with green, wak¬ 
ing the wild flowers Nature revives and we 
have our vernal or spring equinox. The Romans 
called this month Martius. the Saxons, Lcnet- 
monatt, because the days were longer, then 
equal with the night. 

April, the grass m»nth, is green on hills and 
in meadows. Fruit trees blossom. Easter is queen 
of the festivals, the other two are Christmas 
and Whitsuntide. The word Easter is said to be 


a Saxon word “Eostre"—the spring of the year. 
Easter is a great day, but it has a bad habit. 
It wanders from date to date. It Is a movable 
feast; it moves backwards or forwards on the 
calendar according as the full moon next after 
the vernal equinox falls nearer or farther from 
the equinox. Easter Day Is always the first 
Sunday after the full moon which occurs upon 
or next after the 21st day of March. The earliest 
date that Easter can happen is March 22, the 
latest Is April 25th. Between these two dates 
this great festival wanders back and forth, 
causing much inconvenience. The World Calen 
dar stabilizes Easter and makes April 8th, a 
permanent date for Easter. 

May Is the flower month. The Romans had 
floral games this month. Arbor Day is one of 
the great American holidays to foster the plant¬ 
ing, protection and preservation of trees and 
shrubs. 

Whitsuntide is a great festival of the Church 
of England, celebrating the descent of the Holy 
Ghost upon the Apostles. 

May 30th is Decoration Day, when we re¬ 
member our dead and decorate the graves of 
those who have passed away. It is a memory- 
haunted holiday for grown-ups and they attend 
memorial services. Later they take the children 
to parks and It becomes an outdoor holiday for 
all. 

Just where June gets Its name we are not 
sure. It might be from the Latin Junius Brutus, 
but June is the month in which fiays get longer 
until on June 21 we have the longest day of 
the year and the shortest night. It is the sum¬ 
mer solstice. 

June 14 is Flag Day. The flag is the national 
emblem of our country and stirs our hearts 
because immortal honor iS woven info its very 
fabric. The Star Spangled Banner is our stirring 
national anthem. 

June 24, Midsummer Day the Nativity ol 
St. John. Midsummer Eve in old England was 
filled with the mystery of the woods. People 
went forth and brought branches of trees to 
put over their doors. It was an adventure to 
go into the woods Midsummer Eve, as they 
might meet fays, elves or fairies making merry 

J ULY—Saxons called it Hay Monath, mowing 
their hay harvest; also Mead Monath from 
the meads in full bloom They gave the months 
simple names related to nature In the old Ro¬ 
man calendar the year began in March, so July 
was Quintilis. After Caesar's death, this name 
was dropped and the month called July In honor 
of Julius Caesar. 

July 4th, Independence day. is our great 
American holiday celebrated with games, sports, 

balls, fireworks and illumination. Pageants of

In the Roman 
calendar this month had the name Sextilis. but 
Augustus, who was ruler, wanted a month 
named for him, since Caesar had July, so he 
mixed up the calendar to gratify his ambition 
Our calendar is very old In 4241 B. C Egypt 
had a 12-month calendar. When Caesar revised 
the Roman calendar, he had to get an Egyptian 
astronomer to help him. 

September is an autumn month laden with 
harvest riches. On the 23rd the sun enters the 
sign of Libra and passes on south of the equa¬ 
tor. This month had 31 days In the old Roman 
calendar, but Augustus took a day from it 
September 24th in good old English days was 
the Feast of the Ingathering or Festival of Har¬ 
vest Home If the crops were good, there was 
much rejoicing because it meant food to last 
through the winter. The grains that were last 
cut were piled high on a wagon called the Hock 
Cart and hauled to the barn while the reapers 
sang: "Hip Hip Harvest Home!” 

October in some of the old Saxon calendars 
this month is the figure of a farmer carrying a 
sack on his shoulders, sowing the winter grain 
Autumn wanes and the face of Nature changes. 
It’s a jolly month with holidaya beloved by 
children, October 12th is a famous date known 
to school children, for Columbus landed on one 
of the Bahama Isles, on this date in 1492, aftei 
a perilous voyage over the Atlantic Ocean. 


H ALLOWE'EN happens on the 31st when 
families gather about an open fire to 
celebrate Nutcrack Night. Burns' poem Hal 
lowe'en” pictures such a night. Robin Goodfcl- 
low cried aloud: "In every corner I will go and 
make good sport with a ho, ho, ho.” 

November was the ninth month of the old 
calendar. On the 22nd the sun enters the sign 
of the Archer and cold shoots Into the eai th 
The Saxons called it wind month because galop 
of wind were so prevalent at this time. Novcm 
ber 1st. All Souls Day is an important festival 
of tfie church and had its origin in the seventh 
century. November has Election Day and Arm! 
slice Day and a great American Holiday 
Thanksgiving Day. This annual festival wa» 
appointed by proclamation for the last Thurs¬ 
day in November. The first celebration was held 
in Plymouth colony in 1621 and became general 
In New England. It Is a custom that has grown 
in favor through the years. In addition to re 
llglous services in churches, it is a day of socia 1 
festivities and family reunions. 

December, like the three preceding months, 
has the name it had in the old Roman calendar. 
It brings the shortest day and the longest night 
December 24th. Christmas Eve. the pves or 
vigils of the church festivals according to 
church rule were limes of fasting and penance, 
but this custom has changed and they are now 
periods of mirth and jollity. Sir Walter Scott 
In Marmion, gives a very vivid picture of Christ¬ 
mas Eve: 

"On Christmas Eve the bells were rung, 

On Christmas Eve the mass was sung—” 
December 25th, Christmas Day, is one of the 
greatest festivals of the year. It is of special 
interest to children since it is connected with 
the birth of Christ—glorious event because He 
is regarded by the churches as the mysterious 
link between Deity and Humanity. Two popula' 
customs belong to Christmas, hanging up th» 
mistletoe and burning the yule log It is a season 
of good cheer and hospitality In olden time* 
It was considered particularly lucky when 
Christmas fell on a Sunday. This will happen 
in December, 1938, and January 1st, 1939, falls 
on a Sunday, when we may have the New World
